Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 29-38, 47 and 55-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for faiUng to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

i) The groups -S- and -O- are present in the definition of "Z" which will result in S-0 or S-S 
groups in the seven membered ring. These are not stable groups. A clarification is required as to 
how one skilled in the art can make and use these "ether" hnkages (see claims 29, 30, 36, 47, 55, 
60 and 61). 

ii) In claims 35 and 60, in the definition of R5, the group N(CH2CH2)CH3 is unclear. Is 
N(CH2CH2)2NCH3 intended? Appropriate correction is required.
